Police chief Roy  Isgrigg 
but Wilder refused to talk about 
the blast. Wilder was downstairs 
and escaped injury. 

Employe Injured. 


Seriously hurt was Charles 
Greenwood, 41 years old, of 
Paris, Tex., one of Wilder’s em- 
ployes. Also in a hospital were 
Francis Gunn and F. M. Leslie 
of Joplin. Mrs. D. L. Branfield 
and Albert Lavery of Joplin 
and Otis Thomas, of Pittsburg, 
Kan., were treated and released. 
The five men were sitting in 
Wilder’s office. Mrs. Branfield 
was in her apartment. 


No one in the restaurant was 
injured, although some debris | 
fell through. Rubble from the | 


blast showered the street below, | 
battering parked automobiles. 
An insurance man, Pat Patter- 
son, had closed his office two 
doors down and was walking by | 
Wilder’s when the dynamite ex- | 
ploded. : 

“The whole front of the res- | 
taurant blew back of me,” he| 
said. ‘Two steps behind and I| 
would have had it.’”’ 
Patterson was unhurt. 


Wilder’s is Joplin’s only big- 
time gambling casino. It is

He is 
a conciliator of consummate skill, with a fac- 
ulty of imparting to an individual or a crowd 


forces was proved in the war and postwar. 
years in Europe. On this trip he has, in a 
relaxed and informal fashion, strengthened 
the Western alliance, re-exerted American 
leadership and given new hope to Europeans 
living on the edge of nuclear disaster. 


As the President looks homeward, his efforts 
crowned with success, it is to be expected that 
skeptics will label his accomplishment a su- 
perficial and limited one. The criticism that 
no major problems have been settled and 
that the surge of hope for an international 
accord is likely to be deflated before long, is 
bound to be heard. Some may draw a paral- 
lel with the ill-fated four-power Summit con- 
ference at Geneva in the summer of 1955. 
There the vast good will generated by Mr. 
Eisenhower and broadcast to the corners of 
the earth slowly dissipated in inaction. A 
year later it was said the conference reflected 
a false and therefore dangerous sense of har- 
mony; observers asked one another whether 
anything at all had really happened, and if it 
had, was it not disadvantageous to the West? 


This viewpoint overlooks, we think, the na- 
ture of Mr. Eisenhower’s mission. The Presi- 
dent, the top representative of the West, now 
will meet Mr. Khrushchev, the most powerful 
Communist, with his international prestige re- 
newed and enhanced and with the strong 
popular indorsement of the free world. Mr. 
Khrushchev, though a totalitarian, will under- 
stand this very well. 

All in all it was a job well done, and Mr. 
Eisenhower is to be congratulated on his de- 
cision to undertake it and on the fine spirit 
in which he carried it out.

Hedy has not made a movie in 
more than eight years, and she 
seems to find no refuge for her 
troubled soul. Even if romance 
beckoned again, she says, she 
would turn away.

Old Plot With a Difference

But thanks to both the writing and to the 
superb acting of March and Miss Novak, and an excellent sup- 
porting cast, it is a sincere and sensitive story. Perhaps the 
greatest proof of the skill of all concerned lies in the fact 
than when these two ill-starred lovers are brought together 
again in the final scene, you’re convinced that despite the 
odds, all is going to work out for the best. 


The Light That Failed 


IT IS, PERHAPS, inevitable that a lot of worshipers of 
what has gone before will draw comparisons between the 
current production of “THE BLUE ANGEL,” which is now at 
the ST.

They be- 
lieve it cures all manner of ills 
and brings good luck, too. 

“We fill more than 30,000 pre- 
scriptions a year from our herb- 
al-based products,” Morse says. 
“‘Many of them are family rec- 
ipes handed down generation aft- 
er generation, back to the time 
this shop was opened more than 
100 years ago. Our customers 
have these prescriptions made up 


. not only for themselves but to 


send to relatives in other parts 
of the world. Maybe in the short 
space of a week we'll send pre- 
scriptions to Israel, Poland, 
Greece, Albania and even Rus- 
sia.” 

Old family recipes call for 
such things as Fit Root, used in 


convulsions in children; Hearts- 


ease and Spotted Knot Weed for 
the common cold; Fever Bush 
for the ague; Tickle Weed for 
the itch; Whistle Wood as a wash 
for sore eyes; Peony Root for 
the prevention of nightmares and 
Buckbean for dyspepsia. , 
Morse does a wholesale as well 
as retail business in botanical 
drugs. He imports his medicinal 
herbs, roots, flowers, berries and 
spices in large quantities from 
the four corners of the earth. 
But profitable as is the whole- 
sale side of his business, his 
heart is in the prescription coun- 
ter over which he dispenses his 
time - honored herbal remedies, 
love philters and conjure pow- 
ders. | 
A few years back, Morse fin- 
ished a real labor of love. He 
got together ‘“‘Kiehl’s Botanical 
Handi-Book,” which lists and 
gives the uses for all of the more 
than 1000 strange roots, herbs 
and other items he carries in 
stock. With each item he lists 
the various names under which

Morse sells a lot of licorice 
twig these days. Folks chew it 
when they’re trying to break the 
smoking habit. They also chew 
galangal, or amazon root, some- 
times used as a snuff in catarrh. 

Morse caters not only to the 
poor of the lower East Side but 
to the wealthy of nearby Gram- 
eracy and Stuyvesant Park 
areas. Even the well-to-do who 
move to the upper East Side 
still come to Morse for such 
things as Pale Rose Buds for 
sachets, for Iceland Moss (a sort 
of lichen that grows on Icelandic 
rocks) to replace salt in the diet 
or for powdered kelp which 
tastes salty and comes in handy 
in low-sodium menus. Wealthy 
women still place their orders 
for lavender flower and for 
quince seed for hand lotion. 


Morse stocks two items that 
can be traced all the way back 
to biblical times. One is myrrh, 
a gum used in tonics and as a 
mouth wash. The other is manna, 
which looks like bananas sliced 
lengthwise and dried. 

“We get manna from Sicily,” 
Morse explains. “Old as time. 
People sugar laxative with it— 
manna and senna and prunes.

It’s the manna of the Scriptures 
and still a good seller.” 


Morse took over Kiehl’s in 
1918, the year he became a li- 
censed pharmacist. Recently the 
store moved from its corner lo- 
cation to a building two doors 
up the street and Morse installed 
imported crystal chandeliers, but 
the 108-year-old apothecary shop 
still has a museum air. There 
are carved medieval chairs in 
which customers sit to wait for 
their prescriptions. And Morse 
has kept the ancient capsule 
rollers, battered wrought - iron 
mortars and pestles that were 
used 100 years ago. He still has 
some hollow wooden balls, which, 
when filled with hot water, were 
used as hot-water bottles a cen- 
tury ago. 

“IT guess we’re one of the few 
places in the city where you can 
always get leeches,’’ Morse says. 
“We import them from - Yugo- 
slavia, People still use them for 
arthritis, boils, blood pressure 
and black eyes.” 

Morse wouldn’t be at all sur- 
prised to see doctors return to 
the use of herbal based medi- 
cines. 

“For the past several years 
use of this type of medication 
has been increasing,” he says. 

“T can believe that the time will 
come when doctors return to the 
old and natural methods of treat- 
ment. It’s only my opinion. But 
history does repeat itself.”
